Mondaygraphs.—I X. 

I was a little late that night, as in 
fact a good many of us are apt to be at 
our prayer-meeting. I suppose one rea- 
son for it has been the pastor’s habit of 
good-naturedly stringing out the open- 
ing exercises as long as possible ; so that. 
if one were not there at the very first, 
he could still be in time for the scrip- 
ture lesson, and to hear the topic intro- 
duced. We had accustomed ourselves 
to depend upon that. A few weeks ago 
he gave us notice that he would not do 
it any more, but introduce the topic of 
the meeting at the very beginning, that 
it might furnish staple for the exercises 
all through. It takes a while, of course 
to adapt one’s self to a change, so I was 
considerably behind-hand on this partic- 
ular evening ; somuch so that I was not 
a little puzzled to get the run of things. 
One of the brethren was just finishing 
some remarks as I entered, the etipolad: 
ing words of which I failed to catch. 
You can imagine I was somewhat star- 
tled to hear the pastor say in a respon- 
sive, confirmatory tone, You: mean to 
say, I suppose, that a whitewash brush 
is no legitimate article of a church’s fur- 
nishment” ! | 

I pinched myself to see if I could be 
asleep ; for, to tell the truth, a little af. 
ter-dinner nap had had something to do 
with my kateness. And, to confess a fur- 
ther truth, such inconsequential remarks 
happen to me not infrequently at any 
time after the first five minutes of our 
pastor’s sermons. On Sunday, it would 
not have surprised me. But, scarcely 
set down as yet,I knew I must be 
awake. Sol listened, and presently got 
a clue to the matter. The talk had 
been upon Jacob and Esau, extending 
over to the entire Isaac family. It had 


been acknowledged that it was an ex- | 


ceedingly human family. A good deal 
of weakness and inertness in the father ; 
a quite excessive sharpness about the 
mother; while either boy exhibited 
traits clearly remote from the biblical 
standards of character. From this, re- 
mark naturally went on to the pitiless 
honesty of the scripture narratives ; to 
how people are portrayed in just what. 
ever character belongs to them, without 
one attempt at concealment, dr one word 
of defense, or any holding up of counter 
traits. And the brother whose closing 
words I came in upon, had been saying 
he thought the church would do well to 
pattern after the Book in this respect, 
and be honest about the faultfulness of 
its delinquent members, and not cover 
up their misdoings, or apologize for 
them, or make any attempt to defend 
them. That called out the apothegm | 
‘about the white-wash brush. 


From the suddenness with which it 
came upon me, perhaps, the remark im- 
pressed me more than our prayer meet- 
ing remarks usually do. It has been in 
my mind more or less ever since. And 
while ‘that precise mode of stating it 
may seem a little harsh, the position 
seems to me, on the whole, a very just 
and wholesome one. The Bible can af- 
ford to be transparent; it cannot afford 
to be otherwise. A single opacity 
would go far to bring diseredit upon 


the whole teatime, It may seem to 


be a pity that the scripture characters, i 
Lot, and Jacob, and David, and Solo. . 


mon, were not more perfect characters. 
But, since they were imperfect, surely, 
the Bible could not cloak them, nor de- 
fend them. Their vices teach men hard- 
ly less than their virtues. 

So, it is great pity that the hited 
has sudh an array of faulty members, 
that so many halt and lame and blind 
and palsied—who stay lame and halt 
and blind—fall in among her followers. 
But, since the facts are as they are, and 
especially since the facts are patent to 
all mankind, it may well be questioned 
whether the church can afford to be 
anything but straightforward and trans- 
parent respecting them. ‘There is no 
question whatever as to what is right 
for her to do; and none as to what is 
expedient. Had Mr. Colfax and Mr. 
Wilson and the other Republican lead- 
ers been just exactly honest last year 
about confessing to the touch of Credit 
Mobilier, which at one time lay upon 
their hands, but which, with a little 
clearer light, they hastened to put off, 
nobody would think any the worse of 


their reputation. But their conviction 


that the exigencies of a hot campaign 
would not admit of perfect transparency 
has brought a shadow upon those men’s 
truthfulness, which it is doubtful if they 
are ever able to remove. It has 
brought a reproach upon their cause, 
too, which the telling of truth all the 
remained of their lives cannot lift. 
Neither for her sake, nor for the sake 
of her faultful members, can the church 
afford to be other than simply trathful. 
Exposure is, no doubt, one of God’s 
medicines, <A bitter remedy to take; 
‘but, in many a case, the only one in the | 
whole moral materia. medica which will 
at all reach the case. I -do not suppose 
that even a true christian can afford to 
give up a single one of his safeguards. 
The certainty that evil courses will come 
to disclosure has a deal of restraining 
power in it. In which view, for tlie 
church to cover up. misdoing, or, to put 


soft names upon it,is like executive 


clemency to criminals. It may.be a 
kindness, so far as the individnal is con- 
cerned ; it is an unkindness to the mass. 

Doubtless, King David saw the right of 
it, when he prayed the Lord, “ Incline 
not my heart to any evil thing, to prac- 
tice wicked works with men that work 


iniquity” ; and in the next breath adds, 


‘* Let the righteous smite me; it shall 
be a kindness ; and let him reprove me; 

it shall be! an oil, which shall 
not break my head.” The best thing is 
to be kept from evil. But, having miss- 
ed that, the next best the psalmist judg-

THE PLAN 

is very simple, and easily carried out. 
First, secure a careful and faithful man 
or woman to keep the accounts. Let a 
blank book be procured, in which are 
to be entered the names of all subscrib- 
ers, numbered from one upward, with 
sufficient space to enter, in connection 
with each name, the sums paid each 
week—52 in all. Then let a subscrip- 
tion paper be thoroughly circulated 
among the congregation,including men, 
women and children over five years of 
age, and let each put down what he or 
she is willing to pledge per week for the 
year, taking any sum, however small. 
Then furnish each person with 52 en- 
velopes, with his number (1, 2 or 3, &c.) 
written or printed upon wt, corresponding 
to that in the account book, and the 
date, in which he may enclose the week- 
ly sum pledged, and carry it to church 
on the Sabbath and deposit it on the 
plate or in the box. Or, assome prefer, 
furnish each subscriber with a sheet of 
52 coupons with the date and his num- 
ber upon them, and the sum pledged, 
and let him cut off ome coupon each 
Sabbath and pin the currency upon it, 
and take that to church and deposit it 
as before said. Then, just before the 
sermon in the morning, let the minister 
announce, “ We will now worship God 
with our gifts,” and let the proper per- 
sons at once pass around and collect the 


envelopes or coupons. At the close of 


the service, the accountant will gather 
them all up, and at home enter, in con- 
nection with each name, tite amount 
paid. If any one is absent from church, 
or for any reason fails to make his week- 
ly payment on any, given Sabbath, it

If any one objects to adopting this 
system, preferring to pay quarterly or 
annually, he should be indulged, al- 
though it is desirable and important that 
the example of every one, even the rich- 
est, should be in favor of the plan.

So far as this story gives any infor- 
mation, or awakens any boy’s interest in 
the’ late stormy scenés about Paris, it 
may serve a good purpose. But neither 
style nor character strike us as specially 
wholesome. 

Brrs.—Hans Anderson is now an old 
and feeble man, He is almost blind, is 
partially paralyzed, and cannot live 
long. He retains the fondness for ghil- 
dren which characterized his earlier 
years, and gave bim the power he pos- 
sessed over them. Germany has lost 
another of its scholars. Prof. Julius 
Furst, the celebrated Hebraist, whose 
critical and philological works, and es- 
pecially his Hebrew Dictionary, have 
made his name familiar to American 
theologians, died at Leipzig on the 9th 
of March, aged sixty-eight. 


Pror. Horkins AND THE PRAYER 
Gaver.—tThe following selections have 
been made from Pres,.Mark Hopkins’ 
lecture on the Prayer Test, so much 

talked about. On.the question of mir- 
acles he holds this position: “ In itself, 
a miracle is not different from any other 
event. That an event should become a 
miracle, requires two things: First, 
there must be laws of nature previously 
established, and those laws must be 
transcended. In the beginning, before 
the laws of nature were established, a 
miracle was impossible. The creation 
of the world. was not a miracle. And, 
second, the laws of nature must be 
transcended by a direct act of will. 
I toss this book into the air, it will fall 
by the law of gravitation. That is nat- 
ural. If I suspend it from the ceiling 
by a cord, I counteract the law of grav- 
itation by the stronger law of cohesion, 
and so change the result. This is not a 
miracle, because I use one law of nature 
to counteract another. It is all natural 
except that act of intervention by which 
the counteraction is brought about. 
That is supernatural, but not miraculous. 
But if now I were to toss the book into 
the air, and by a direct act of my will, 
with no means intervening, it were 
to remain suspended, that would be a 
miracle. There would be no violation 
or suspension of any law of nature, as 
some suppose there must be in a miracle. 
Gravitation would act as before, as it 
did when the book was suspended by a 
cord ; but would, as in that case be ov- 
ercome by a stronger force. In both 
cases there is an intervention of will. 
The difference is, that in the one case 
the law is overcome by a stronger law, 
through an adjustment made by intelli- 
gence and will; in the other case, will 
acts directly. A miracle, then, will be 
a physical etlect in which a law of na- 
ture is overcome, or the channels of: na- 
ture are controlled, by a direct act of 
will. This reveals a personal power 
above nature, which a uniform law, that. 
ts nature, could not do.” The prayer- 
gauge, the proposed verification, is put 
out of court, without much ceremony : 
“In respect to this, Professor Tyndall 
agrees with his friend who proposed it, 
and complains that ‘ it seems impossi- 
ble to propose a verification of their 
theory, which does not arouse resent- 
ment in theological minds.” But it is 
just at this point that Professor Tyndall, 
together with his friend, shows most 
fully that he fails to comprehend the el- 
ements with which he is dealing. Such 
& proposal could not be made by any 
one comprehending those elements, be- 
cause, in its very nature the test is not 
applicable to the thing to be tested by 
it.. Let me illustrate again. Some dis- 
courses are weighty, and some are heavy, 
bat you would not think of testing eith- 
er the weight or the heaviness by a pair 
of scales. We hear of great thoughts ; 
but no one would think of measuring 
them by a@ square and compass. No 
one would think of selling wheat by the 
yard. Just as preposterous is it to think 
of a scientific test of the value of prayer, 
in any of its forms, <A scientific test 
implies necessity and absolute uniform- 
ity. Without these it would not be a 
scientific test. But these can have no 
application to anything into which free- 
will comes, as it always does and must, 
into answers to prayer. They belong 
to different regions, and if the subject 
were not a@ serions one, the attempt to 
transfer the tests fitted to one over into 
the other would. be. simply ludicrous, 
Without uniformity and necessity, there 
can be no scientific, test., With these 
there can be no spiritual world, no 


If 


value of prayer can be tested by us just 
as the value of asking can be tested by 
children, and in no other way. What, 

I ask, does he mean by speaking of 
prayer as a “ physical energy, or an 
equivalent of that energy'?” Let meil- 
lustrate: a man comes to me, and, to 
take examples given by himself, Wks inié 
to make his corn grow. I say to him, I 
will, and I sprinklé over it a certain fine 
powder called plaster, and, by an im- 
mutable law, the plaster draws the 


|ammonia from the atmosphere, and he 


gets two bushels where he would have 
got one. Again, he asks me to change 
the force and direction of the wind. I 
say I will, and I set fire to Troy, and 
raise a breeze directly, and the wind 
comes rushing in from all- directions. 
And what I do here is far-reaching. 

Not only do I change the relative posi- 
tion, but, according to the physicist, I 
change the actual position of every par- 
ticle of the ocean of atmosphere that 
surrounds this globe. , For aught I 
know, I may cause it to rain in China. 
At any rate, it only needs that Troy 
should be large enough, and I should 
cause it to rain here. Did the man, 
then, in appealing to me, appeal to any 
form of physical energy, or to any 
equivalent of that energy? No, he ap- 

pealed to intelligence and will, to a per- 
son who might or might not, as he 
should choose, turn that energy in the 
direction desired. That is all there is to 
it. There is no appeal to any physical 
energy, or anything like it. The Pro- 
fessor seems to think that religious per- 
sons suppose that prayer can be applied 
to corn in some such way as plaster can. 

No, they only suppose that there may 
be more ways than one of getting down 
the ammonia, and that. the‘ universal 
Father, to use his own words, ‘can 
change paeomene in compliance with 
the prayers of men,’ and without a miy- | 
acle, quite as easily as man can.”

CENTRE Loss.—This insti- 
tution lost heavily by the buglary of the 
Falls City Tobacco Bank, Louisville.

Tue Paciric will be found an article 
on the best mode of church sustentation, 
from the pen of Rev. Dr. Holbrook. It 
was addressed primarily to the churches 
of the State of New York, but it is just 
as applicable to our churches.as to those 
of any other state, and we hope this 
method will become far more general 
here than hitherto. ‘ Here a little and 
there a little,’ often repeated, is the law 
of growth in nature, and commonly in 
grace. Frequent giving and systematic 
giving, and inexpensive: giving will 
keep the treasuries of all our benevolent 
societies, not full, but from becoming 
entirely empty.

' Gross, the officer on duty, saw the .in- 


trader, heard the snap of his pistol, and 
immediately fired upon the audacious 
person twice and killed him. The offi- 
eer, of course, did his duty, and did it 
effectually, but it was decidedly not a 
pleasant thing todo. It will not have 


to be done again very soon.

— | recently received... We have looked 
through it, and like the discussion, and 
deem the method practicable, but hard. 
ly dare to indulge the hope that this or 
any other such method will be adopted 
in our lifetime. The scheme proposes 
to divide ‘the voters of every ward or 
township, by lot, into voting constitu- 
encies of a hundred, or other small num- 
bers, each of which shall choose .an 
elector ; all of these electors thus chosen 
‘shall in public elect the officers of said 
ward or township; persons selected by 
each board of town electors shall con- 
stitute a body of electors for the county 
to choose county officers, and so on. The 
scheme requires compulsory voting, and 
no declining of any position to which 
any one may be chosen. The primary 
constituency is drawn somewhat like a 
jury and may be changed by a re-draw- 
ing every year or two, so as.to keep out 
caucus-bargains and other corrupt prac- | 
tices. The lot prevents all such pra¢- 
tices’ as colonizing voters. Will San 
Francisco try it and see how the meth- | 
od works? 


We have received the speech of the 
Hon. C, L. Merriam, of New York, on 


articles of immoral use.’? With the 
speech is also printed the bill itself, 
which passed both houses of Congress 
on the first of March, 1873. The thanks 
ef all virtuous people are due Mr. Mer. 
riam for his willingness to enter on so un- 
‘inviting a duty, and for the tact, energy, 
and success with which he performed it. 
There were state laws and national laws 
previously enacted for the suppression 
of the vile trade; but they were evaded, 
and the mails were largely used for the 
circulation of bad prints and publica- 
tions. To prevent the use of the mails 
for the circulation of filthy literature 
was the main object of this bill. A part 
of the section most relevant, after an 
emuneration of the kinds of publica- 
tions and articles which the mails shall 
not carry, reads as follows: “Any per- 
son who shall knowingly deposit, or 
cause to be deposited, for mailing or de- 
livery, any of the hereinbefore-mention- 
ed articles or things, or any notice, or 
paper containing any advertisement re- 
lating to. the aforesaid articles or things, 
and any person who, in pursuance of 
any plan or scheme for. disposing of any 
of the hereinbefore-mentioned articles or 
things, shall take, or cause to be taken, 
from the mail any such letter or pack- 
age, shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and, on conviction thereof, shall, 
for every offense, be fined not less than 
$100 nor more than $5,000, or impris- 
oned at hard labor not less than one 
year nor more than ten years, or both, 
in the discretion of the judge.” After 
this if there shall be in every city a man 
like Anthony Comstock, of Brooklyn, 
New. York, who will take hold of the 
matter of prosecutions, three-fourths of 
all the obscene stuff afloat can be driven } 
out of circulation, .Will any one see 
what he can see, and do what he can 
do in San Francisco?

Not sectarianism, nor any dis- 
tinetive form, of religion, but, those prin- 
ciples of honesty, truthfulness and. ac- 
countability, which, are the common 
foundation of good morals—such instruc- 
tion as shall develop the conscience, the 
sense of obligation, and give force and 
authority to its voice. All this might 
be done, and yet we steer entirely clear 
of every existing system of christianity, 
laying only a common foundation. for 


>|them. Infidelity itself could. scarcely 


object to such teachings. There is com- 
‘mon. ground here. upon which all this 
could be done, if it were defined, bound- 
ed and agreed upon, and people were

verify certainties. Perhaps that express- 
es the whole of his state of mind. He 
may be as sincere in a doubt as we ina 
belief. 

But it is not posaibile that he rejects our 
trath, not so much because he cannot 


wish to ; having not so much intellectual 
difficulties, as an opposition of heart. 
Now we are judging him, and not in the 
exercise of the largest. charity. 

_ But suppose this is possible and I can- 
‘not deny it. Suppose even that we have 
good. cause to believe it true. There is 
all the more occasion for gentleness and 
tenderness. If we cannot remove a 
cloud from the mind by laying violent 
hands, upon it, much less can we by the 
same method dislodge a prejudice from 
the heart. If a loving patience be re- 
quired in dissolving intellectual doubts, 
much more is the same spirit needed in 
‘dealing with a perverse disposition. 

If our religious belief be not in har- 
mony with the universal trath of God, 
as interpreted from the system of nature, 
we may be sure we have blundered 
somewhere : ‘either we have read revela- 
tion wrong, or we have interpreted nat- 
ure falsely. This discrepancy hurts all 
truth; because it leaves the mind 
vibrating and questioning between con- 
flicting creeds. The sooner the conflict 
is settled the better both for yeligion and 
science. Let then the special students 
of either join hands as fellow disciples 
before the grander system of the great 
whole of God’s thought and God’s plan | 
for his universe of matter and mind—not 
jealous of and hostile to one another, 
but mutually helpful; comparing their 
symbols, supplementing their discoveries, 
each from. the other, and so building to- 
gether the temple of faith: not without 
the“ porches”’ of philosophy and science, 
not without the altar of worship. _. 

And when the credentials of christi- 
anity are questioned on any grounds— 
historical, critical, or scientific—we need 
not retort with a charge of “ infidelity,” 
but pass our arm within the arm of the 
questioner, and assuming his willingness 
to see and know the truth, take a friendly 
walk, with him on the track where this 
religion has gone before us; showing 
him the stained hands it has whitened, 
the sullied lives which it has chastened ; 
the sullen eyes which it has lifted up in 
hopeful and loving look toward heaven ; 
the profane lips which it has filled with 
words of prayer; the fretful hearts to 
which it has lent a great patience and a 
sweet submission ; the afflicted ones it
